THE CANADIAN ELECTION,

After weeks of excitement, Canada's elec-
tions passed off quietly yesterday, and the
troops that were sald o be ready to guard
il ponis wore couspicuous by their absenee
Throtighout the whole campaign its resems-
plunece to 1the United States zrticle was no-
tieed. This resemblanes was principally i
the bitterness with which the leaders
caused each other 1o be stiacked, charges

of irsud, intimidation of voters, etc., haviog

been bandied about with great freedom. I

The charge of treason to the British Crown
was also made early in the campaign, and
was reiterated at every opportunity; bui,
like his fellow across the border, the
Capsdian voter seemed to be but slightly
affected by the rabid utterances of political
organs, and deposited his ballot in accord-
ance with self-arrived-at convietiona. The
reports of the election Indicate that
Canadians are about equally divided
on the questions of Thigh tariff
and reciprocity, with (he advantage
slightly in favor of the former at present,
This result means the return of Sir John Mue-
donald to power, and the failure of the
plans for commercial union between the
countries; but by its closeness it also shows
that publie sentiment in the Dominion is
veering around to reciprocity as desired by
the Liberals.

Further and more complete returns may
change slightly the figures published this
moruing, but they will bave little effect on
the final result, Cunsda bas weighed the
issues of the campaign, and the decision in
favor of the Couservatives will stand for a
time nt least. The Liberals hope to foree
Sir John nnd his followers from power before
uvext winter, ard they mav be successful.
Uuntil then quietness will reiga.

TWO ANTI-CANAL MISTAKES,

The report of the Commissioners on the
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Canal project is
reviewed at leogth by the New York Posl.
That journal presents a favorable contrast
in recogniging some of the strong features
of the report. Thus it starts out with saying
that “‘vowhere in the United States could
ecommercial conditions be found more favor-
able 10 an artificial water way,” and gives
full weight to immense business furcished
by Western Pennsylvania, and the fact that
itis now limited by the carrving capaocity
of the railways,

But that the tendency of journals which
imagine the Interests they represent will not
be subserved by this enterprise produces
criticisms of & largely factitions character,
is still illustrated by the Post’s article.
Thus it criticises the report because in its
estimate of the extra charge which vessels
must muke for extending their trips to and
from Pinsburg it does not include the canal
tolls for interest on the cost or maintenance
and operation of the canal. This omission
was plainly due to the fact that the charges
for these items would depend so largely
upon circumstances that they eanpot be de-
termined untii the plan of the work is fixed.
Thus if the State and national Government
should undertake the work and makeita
free highway, like the FErie ecanal,
or the Sault Ste. Marie this item wonid not
cxist. If the Government or State should
guarantee the bouds of theé enterprise and
bave tollsimposed to pay the interest, one
rate would be fixed; while if private capital
should build the eanal another rate would
be imposed. The Post thivks that if these
items were supplied the cheapoess of irans-
portation over the canal would disappear.
Its own estimate Jeaves 8 margin of forty-
five or filty cents a ton, and it is sweiled by
estimating but five million tons of traffic for
the canal, when eight million tons can be
taken as o certainty at the start; by ealecu-
lating twenty or thirty cents per toa as nec-
essary for the cost of maintenanece and opera-
tion, when ten cents per ton would be lib-
eral: ana by adding a charge ffteen cents per
ton for storing ore in large quantities; which
has to be done under the present system.

Further, with regard in Goveroment aid
of the canal project, the Fost sava: “There
nre cuses, indeed, ia which Government or
Stute aid is rightly given. The Suult Ste.
Marie Canal was zll that was needed togive
us thousindsof milesof uninterrupted water
communication.” Has the esteemed Post
ever considered how many thousands of
miles pf water communication this project
will join? The Sault Ste. Marie project
united L.ke Supertor with other lakes.
The proposed canal will unite the eutire
Inke system with the almost conntless thou-
sands of miles of river navigation.

If this project is properly understood, and
more especially is recognized 25 one of the
first steps toward furnishing a comprehen-
sive and united eystem of internal water
routes for the whole country, it will eom-
wand the respect and approval of all whose
interests do not lead them to oppose the im-
provement of the methods of inland trans-
portation.

A DIVIDED RESPONSIBILITY.
Two illustrations of the tendency of ex-
treme legislation have recently attained

with commissions, But now that they have
found their misealculation, they should have
the trankness to recognize that these who
foresaw that the commissions might be
either a sconrge or a ecipher were jn the
right, and to assume their share of responsi-
bility for throwing all their influence in
favor of the commission plan of regulation,
Yet so far are they from recognizing the
real bearing of the present conditions, that
simultaneously with these protests against
the radical action of the Western railrond
commissions, the general ecorporate elaim is
made that the railroads should be permitted
to organize puols, with the provision against
exorbitant rates that the charges fixed by
the pools shall be subject to the regulation
of a povernmental commission.

This proves that the railroads, as much as
the Western people, are still unable to per-
ceive that the oue way to establish juost
churges is to leave them subject to the action
of the great rule that the just rate is what
people are willing to perform the service for
under free competition. If one railroad is
willing to carry freight at loss, thatis the
just rate,—but no other railroads are com-
pelied to follow its example. When the
charge for railroad servicesis fixed by free
cowpetition as unerringly as the price of a
tushel of wheat or o pair of shoes, the rail-
roads will bave no more difficulty in con-
vineing the people that legislative redue-
tions of rates are unnecessary and foolish
thun the shoe merchant or the farmer now
have with regard to their wares.

commission to fix the salaries of all railroad
employes, determine the numberef trains
that shall be run, reduce rates whenever
they sre too high, and, it is asserted—al-
thouigh this lookslike an invention of the
enemy—distribute any surplus over ex-
penses umong the varions ecounties throngh
which 2 railroad ruwms, while the stock-
Liolders are to be assessed to muke upany
deficit necessary to keep the roads in good
order.

Without going into the details of these
measures, it may be sdmitted that they are
rewarkable examples of extréme and op-
pressive railroad legislation, produced by
the conviction of the Western people that
railrond combinations have taken the
greater share of their earniugs. But it is
not just lo charge the whole responsibiiicy
for such measures to the Granger element,
1i the railroad employes of Minoesota who
are protesting ogaiost the commission plan
of regulation, bad taken the trouble to
study the history of ra’lroad regulation they
would have discovered that the one scheme
which has received the widest corporate en-
dorsement is that by governmental bodies,
generally ealled commissions. Throughount
the whole of the discussion that preceded
the passage of the inter-State comwerce
iaw, the railroad futerest was unanimous in
insisting that if any regulation at all was
sitempted it should be placed io the hands
of a commission. There was a similar voan-
imity in erying down Judge Reagan's plan
of laying down certain statutory prioeiples
to govern the railroadsand leaving their
enforcement to the courts, as ernde and im-
proper.

No doubt this ecourse of the railrond in-
terest wan based on a belief thet the corpora-
tions could control the commissions, or at
least reduce their power as 8 regulative
force very nearly tonullity.

Mild Winters Not Particularly Unhealthy—
A Political Coup d'Etat—Kipling an Ego-
tist—The Unwmistakable Turk and His
Wives—Making Gum Shoes.

Many notions held by the public generally
concerning cold weather and its effects on the
bealth are erroneous, aceording to a writer in
Chambers’ Journal, In discussing the cold
weather of past years he says:

One result of this unusual cold wasan in-
creass of mortality in January sufficient, alonz
with the whole tendency of rocent statlsties, to
dissipate the old idea that a mild winter is par-
ticularly unbealthy. In Loodom, the rate of
mortality {or the week ending with January 16,
1861, had risen to 1928 or 585 more than the es-
timated average for the same week, and about
double the number of deaths fora weak
agtomn. This increased mortality was attrib-
uted to the effects of the cold, especially on the
respiratory orzaons: and pulmonary com-
plaints, exclusive of phtbisis, carried off in one
woek 701 porsons, whereas the corrected aver-
age was only 301 for the corresponding week in
ordinary years, Deaths from b hitis were
nearly three times the estiiosted number for
toe corresponding od of the year. A
plexy increased m;’ﬁ? during the :ulu vum;

ysis increased in a still greater proportion,
and heart diseases, according to the nflicial rec-

ord published at the time, were fatal in 110

cases, while the usnal average wasonly 53 for

the same perd

Turks Take Three Wives.

“The Turk is not the man of many wives ha
is commoniy believed to be Itis an exception
rathier than the rule for tbe men of Turksy to
have more than one wife. The lower classes
never have more than one. It i3 only the
weaithy Pashas who have two or three wives,
the latter number according to the Koran be-
ing legally allowed to every Mussulman," said
Carlos Rivere, a Epaniard, now at the Palmer
House, toa writer on the Chicago Tribune. *I
have lived several years at Coustantinople,"
continued the traveler, who speaks excellent
English, “and bave becn as close an observer of
Turkish barem life as It was possible ftor an
outzider to be. The number of wives legally
wliotted to everv Mussulman is exclusive of
any number of slaves and concabioes. Slaves
and concubines are no: found in the homes of
the lower classes, The middle classes keep
slaves, but the heads of these houses rarely
havs concnbines.

*But when I say that polvgamy is an excep-
tion I do not mean thatthere are not numerous
harems in the Empire, for there are The
Turk, however, whois at the head of the harem
does not have the royal time and many privi-
lewes one is led to snppose. He pays the bills,
thoueh. He calls on bis wives when it is con-
venient for them to receive him. No aequaine-
ance, however slight, must be have with others
than those of lis owno barem. Sometimes he
ecannot enter his own house. When 3 lady
calls on one ol his wives she leaves her slippers
outside tha harem door. Should the husband
observe them he knows ladies are visiting, and
therefors he must take a stroll around the
bluck, smoke a el e, or do hing else
until the fair caller has departed.

“It in a public square or a bazaar he shou'd
happen to see some of his own women be is not
permitied to recognize them, even if they ara
squandering his money on something that
would Le of no use toanyone,. He may see one
of his wives paying fabulous yprices for silks
and jewels and Euow the bilis will be sent to
him, but ne must not object n public. What
hesays or does at some subsequent time [
know not of, but there is no law ]| know of that
prevents him from bilacking her eyes or puiling
her hair when he gets ber in her apartments at
the harem.”
